Modification of an incinerator, boiler, or industrial furnace unit by changing the internal size or geometry of the primary or secondary com-
bustion units, by adding a primary or secondary combustion unit, by substantially changing the demgn of any component used (o remove
HCI/CI2, metals, or particulate from the combustion gases, or by changing other features of the i mcmerator. boiter, or industrial furnace that
could affect its capability to meet the regulatory performance standards.

The department will require a new {rial bum to substantiate compliance with the regulatory performance standards unless this demonstration
can be made through other means.

Modification of an incinerator, bolicr, or industrial furnace urit in a manner that would not likely affect the capability of the unit to meet the
regulatory performance standards but which would change the operating conditions or monitoring requirements specified in the plan of
operation approval or license.

The department may require a new trial burn 10 demonstrate compliance with the regulatery performance standards.

QOperating requirements,

a. Modification of the limits specified in the plan of operation approval for minimum or mazimum combustion gas temperature, minimum
